All Need Assistance 
While th** local hospital has been 
receiving state-aid for a number of 
year*, the amount is only a fraction 
of the cost of caring for charity pa­ 
tients. 
All money received from the 
commonwealth must be used for the 
hospitalization of persons unable to 
pay for such treatment. 
No hospital, whether in a small 
community or in a large city, can 
exist 
without 
receiving 
assistance 
from other than public sources, it is 
pointed out. 
The Annie M. Warner 
hospital is no except kin. 
The charity work of the local in­ 
stitution is increasing steadily, ac­ 
cording to hospital authorities, and 
this caused a serious drain upon the 
general income of the hospital. Dur­ 
ing one miarter last year, charitable 
work at the Warner hospital amount­ 
ed to $1623 while the state appro­ 
priation for the same period was only 
$500.
